i "Fourteen passengers In: ‘a New 
Territories | bus narrowly | escaped 
death yesterday “when the vehicle 
crashed over the side of the Castle 
Peak: Road. Six of them were in- 
jured, two seriously, but.they have 


been taken to hospital and are likely | 


to: recover. 


Only a stout sapling on the side 
of the rond stopped the bus from 
plunging down’a stcep incline about 
30 fect to the bed of’a watercourse: 
The rond at the sot Js ined with 
trees at.uncven distances, and had 
the mlshap occurred a few fect either 
way, nothing would: have stopped it 
from toppling over and crashing with 
almost certain loss of Ufe. | 


The accident would also have been 
more serlous had the impact been 
head-on,. for then the passengers 
would have been thrown heavily 
forward and would possibly not have 
escaped: so lightly. As it was the 
impact was on the left hand slide, 
sending several of them clear. 


*‘ Cause A Mystery 


The cause of the mishap is un- 
known and nothing definite will be 
ascertained until the driver has re- 
covered sufficiently to give a lucld 
necount. He js at present suffering 
from shock, The road. at the spot, 
between the 16°and 17 mile posts, 
fs straight and, according to the 
conductor, there was no other traffic 
in the vicinity at the time.

1Closer Link With 


Recent Events 


Cambridge University is mak- 
ing a new effort to bring its) 
School Certificate history 
examination into closer relation- 


ship with ordinary life. 

Here are two sample questions, 
issued in coronation with a new 
history syllabus which is to come 
into. forct for next year's examina- 
tions: 

Show the ‘social effect in Eng- 
‘land of refrigeration and cold 
storage, 

Why ‘has g child born in 1900 
had a better chance of long Ife 
than one born in 1830? 

Another sample question asks can- 
didates to trace’ the growth of the 
Trade Union movement down to the 
Trade Disputes Act.of 1906. 

STRUCTURE OF SOCIETY 
It is also explnined that questions 

may deal, over the whole period 
covered (1006- 1914, in two sections). 
with “the structure of society, tha 
way of life in its various scctions; 
village life,’lond-tenure and. farm- 
ing; town life, commerce and indus-“ 
try; transport and communications 
by land and sea; the part played 
in everyday ilfe by the mediaeval 
church, the Church of England and 
other religious bodies; predominant 
social and cconomic .theories, and 
their influence on the activities of 
individuals, groups, and the State.” 
Evidently, school teachers will be} 


expected to enlarge their_intcrests, | 


and those of thelr pupils, consider- 
ably. 

As regards “periods,” In place of 
the five alternative papers which 
have previously been set, there will 
in future be four—covering British 
nnd European history, 1066-1914; 


British and European history, 1688-| - 


1014; History of the British Empire, 
1658- 1914; and (at the December 
examination only) Indian history 
from 1175 to the present day. Eng- 
Ush history ‘disappears from the 
syllnbus as a distinct subject. 

These changes are regarded as 2 
poineer innovation {in School Cer- 
tificate history—as this is at present 
treated by any examination body. 

Inquiries made by a representative 
of the press howed that where- 
as questions of social and economic 
interest are at present set by 
the Oxford “and Cambridge Joint 
Board, it is the experience of 
examiners that these questions 
are seldom answered. It {s-under- 
stood that no change {fs at present 
contemplated by the latter Board.

Investigations were made into the 
foad consumed by selected families 
at St. Andrews, Cardiff, Reading and 
Glasgow. 

It was found. that 78 per ‘cent. 
of St: Andrews familias ate sausages, 
only 38 per cent, in Cardiff; 94 per 
eent. in Cardiff consumed butter, 
only G1 per cent, in Reading; 94 per 

ent. in Reading consumed mar- 
farine, only 57 per cent. in Cardiff. 

In St. Andrews and Glasgow 41 
per cent. and 25 per cent. of the 
families analysed ate brown bread. 
In Cardiff and Reading the percent-/9 
ages were as low as 9 and 5. 


- PREJUDICE 


These apparently inexplicable likes 
and dislikes support the contention of 
the authors that improvement of the 
nutritional standards of the people is 
not merely 2 matier of discovering 
the perfect dict.

The survey considers in detall the 
question of waste of foodstuffs by the 
average__housewife and conclud 
that the conventional allowanco of 
10 per cent. for waste end refuse 
1s an overstatement. 

St. Andrews housewives only avast- 
ed 2.6 per cent. of the calory value 
of thelr food. But the same standand 
is mot expected to be general 
throughout the.country. ...

"They only asked room for them 
to unload their ships, set up 
their motor trucks, tanks, ’planes 
—space, separate encampments;

that is not Russian it is certain-

WHEN we left Spain,

The Chairman sald:—Gentlemen,— 
The report of the Directors and the 
statement of accounts for the year 
1936 having beer in your possession 
for more than o weele I will, with 
your permission, take them as read. 
An unusual step was taken by your 
Directors last August in issuing an’ 
interim report to shareholders. This 
pointed out. that the result of the 
first five months’ working was so 
poor that—on May 3ist—nn’‘ interim 
dividend was contemplated. On 
June Ist, however, tram fares (cex- 
cept on the Shaukiwan-Western 
Market route) were reduced from 
10 cents Ist class and 5 cents 2nd 
class to 6 cents and 3 cents. respec- 
tively, and shareholders were told 
that not only did this result in an 
immediate recovery in the traffic 
revenue but that the outlook had so 
materially improved that the pay- 
ment of n small interim dividend had 
been decided upon. , 

It was explainéd in the interim 
report that so long as prospect re- 
mained of bus fares being restored 
to the level which we had always 
malntained was’ the true meaning 
and intention of’ the terms of tender 
for the motor bus franchise, your 
Board refrained from taking up the 
challenge to a war of cut fares. 


SHEER SELF-DEFENCE 


It wags only after failure of every 
effort to have bus fares restored to 
the minimum originally laid down 
by Government that—in sheer sclf- 
defence—a drastic reduction in tram 
fares was’ authorised by your Board. 


* During ‘the year 34° million pas-. 


sengers) were carried but of that 
number 24% million were carricd in 
the last seven months of the year— 
ie. since the reduced fares came 
Into force. This Is at the rate of 
42,000,000 passengers per annum 
which compares with the high record 
of 35% million In 1932. _ To trans- 
port: this great number it was neces- 
sary--in- that_ seven — months’. period 
to operate 2,303,814 miles or at the 
rate of over four million miles per 
annum, sO ‘ 
This, of course, has increased 
operating costs yery considerably 
whilst the avérage fare per passen- 
ger has fallen by approximately 30 
per cent. To take o typical day, on 
January 29th last we carricd~cx-

Receipts, 
however, were up by only 16 per 
cent. To do this-it was necessary to 
operate 10,864 car-milcs against 8,- 
778 or an increased mileage of nearly 
24 per cent, : 


LOWEST IN WORLD? 


1 am not going to make the bold 
assertion that the present fares are 
the lowest tram or bus fares uny- 
where In the world, for .the .reason 
that if 1 were suddenly confronted 
with the statement that in Piecter- 
maritzburg, Pernambuco or Petfo- 
grad the tram fares were less than 
in Hongkong I should be unable to 
challenge it. The Times of May 13th 
last, In reporting the 1936 Ordinary 
Gencral Meeting of .the Calcutta 
Tramways Co., Lid. held in London 
quotes the Chairman, Sir Geoffrey 
Clarke, as follows:— 

“Despite the Intense bus compctl- 
tion, the popularity of the tramways 
continues, and when I tell you that 
the average standard fare charged 
per mile is less than 1/3 of on anna 
and_at:certain times of the day 1/4 
of an onna per mile, it is not dificult 
to understand why they are popular. 
Undoubtedly tramways’ provide the 
cheapest form of transport in the 
world to-day. and. under .no other 
system “of transport would It’ be 
possible to carry our passengers at 
these low fares.” : 

At the present rate of exchange 
the 3rd class fare between Shaukl., 
wan and Western Market and be- 
tween Causeway Bay and Kennedy 
Town Is at the rate of .75 of a cent 
per mile, or nine miles for a penny.

NORTH CHINA. 
SMUGGLING 


If any evidence were needed 
of the extent of smuggling 
activity in North China, in- 
stigated by Japanese interests, 
it #8 to be found in’ ample 
measure in the survey — of 
China's trade’ for the past -year, 
just issued by the Inspector 
General of Customs. ‘It — is 
estimated that the duty evaded 
on goods brought in by illicit 
means through Kast Hopei dur- 
ing 1936 reached the staggering 
total of fifty million dollars! 
Despite all that -has been done 
by . the Customs authorities to 
cope with this evil, and not- 
withstanding official ‘protests ‘by 
China and by the British and 
American Ambassadors: — in 
Tokyo,. the situation remains 
practically unchanged, with .the 
Inwanl flow of smuggled goods 
continuing on a darge scale, 
"here is. some decrease in the 
volume of commoditics entering 


the smuggling-area,--but_this. is 


solely due to the palliative mea- 
sures ‘instituted by the’ Customs 
authorities in their unequal fight 
with the armed smugglers and 
to the accumulation of stocks, 
Organised efforts to outwit the 
Customs still persist, with 
Japan ignoring the protests, 
agdinst this interference _ in 
China's internal affairs. The 
position ‘has arisen owing to the 
Customs being compelled to 
comply with demands by the 
Japanese military authorities 
that the former's officers func- 
tioning ‘within the “demilitarised 
zone” hall not be permitted to 
carry firearms, and that Customs 
vessels shall cease to operate 
within three miles of the coast 
included in the zone,’ "When the 
smuggling activity was at its 
peak, in the middle of last year,

PRISONER DIES IN 
GAOL 


An enqulry into the circumstances 
terrounding the death of Chan 
Kwat-lam, a prisoner, who died at 
Victorla Gaol on February 20, wos 
held before Mr, Keen at the Centad 
Magistracy thls morning. The jury 
comprised of Messrs. John Hoare 
(foreman), Fan Tim and Heinrich 
Lucer. * 

Mr. Barrett, Chief Warder, stated 
that deceased was sentenced on 
August 1, lust year, to undergo 12 
months’ inprisonment * with hard 
labour, He was transferred to 
Stanley on January 21, but was re 
turned to Victoria Goul on January 
27, He had died in the Gacl Hospital 
at 7,10 p.m. on February 20, 

Dr. G, Shaw, medical officer of 
Victorin Gnol, stated ‘that deceased 
was examined on August 1, lnst-yeur, 
and had been found to be in poor 
condition, His heart was very bad. 
A post-mortem revealed that death 
had been due primarily to acute 
myocorditis (falling heart), ond 
secondarily to (a) basal pneumonia 
and (b) beri-berl. 

A veridet of death from natural 
causes was returned.

- , Ottawa, Feb. 25, 

Mr. Charlies A. Dunning, Finance 
Minister, presented o new Budget to 
the Dominion of Canndn to-day, re- 
veallng that the fiscal yonor ending 
March 3) yiclded revenue of $452,- 
123,100, while expenditure totalled 
$530, 618,000, leaving a deficit of 
$87,305,000, This figure compares 
favourably with that of-the previous 
year, which wnos’$159,08D,000. 

Mr. Dunning deplored the new 
“goterich-quick” psychology. “If we 
judge from the activily of brokerage 
houses and the rapid rise of the 
stock market, and ratlo of stock 
prices to earnings, we are forced to 
recognise a revival of ‘the spirit 
which proved so disastrous In ‘the 
pre-depression yeargy I hope that 
adequate measures may be taken to 
keep unsound development in check,” 
he sald.
